GRAPES ARE PLENTIFUL. 


Prospects In Niagara Frult Belt Are 
Very Good. 


Nothing so far has been published 
about the grape crop in the Niagara 
fruit belt, and it will be interesting 
to learn that the prospects for grapes 
this year were never better. A grape- 
grower said recently that this: has 
been’ an exceptionally favorable spring 
for graper, and ‘the vines are looking 
exceptionally well “now. “I may say 


‘that the grape .industry is in. much 


better shape around here now than 
it was~two or three years,ago. Then 
it was beginning to look ,a very ser- 
ious matter for the grapes by-reason 
of the fungus diseases. which threaten- 
ed their destruction. Efficient spray- 
ing has, similarly to the case! of the 
peach trees, saved the grape vines of 
the fruit belt, and now thé-only thing 
we have to fear is the weather. The 
grape rot is largely due to the wea- 
ther, it coming from too much damp- 
ness.” 

Accordingly the Niagara district will 
send out its usual four or ‘five thous: 
and tons of grapes this year, as in 
former. years. : ; 

Speaking of the manner in which 
the Niagara fruit-growers are opening 
out trade in the Canadian west, a 
prominent grower remarked to your 
correspondent that last year 35 car- 
loads of fruit.-were shipped to the 
west from here, whereaa the previous 
year there were only seven cars sent 
out. Practically: every kind of fruit 
was sent.

COLONIES LIKE LADIES, 


Lord Elgin’s Facetious Address on Bri- 
tain’s Dependencies. 


Lord Elgin, the British Colonial 
Secretary, who was the guest of the 
members of the Corona Club at their 
eighth. annual dinner at the Hotel 
Cecil, London, the other evening, as- 
sumed the role of the old woman who 
lived in a snoe. 

In giving the toast of “The Club,” 
he stated he was glad to find himself 
among those vepresenting the Crown 
Colonies. ‘‘Of late,” he said, “I have 
‘had a good deal to do with our sisters, 
the Crown Colonies. 

“They are like young ladies ‘comin 
out, rejoicing in their newly-achieve 
freedom, and having no other desire 
than to repudiate all connection with 
the school-room, and especially with 
the old governess. I fancy also that 
there ‘is some idea of a change of 
name. 

“TI venture to think that a prudent 
mother in these circumstances will 
not be too repressive. She will watch 
carefully to see what use is made of 
this newly-found freedom, and, with 
regard to the school-room and the 
governess, I think. that perhaps it 
might be convenient to have a sitting- 
room. 

“‘We had found, or hope to find, a 
new sitting-room,” he continued, ‘‘but 
we hope that while our sisters will 
find a welcome in the-sitting-room 
the old governess will not be dis- 
missed. , 

“I regret that there should be any 
disposition to change the name. Some- 
how I attach .great reverence to the 
Name of the Colonies. It is a historic 
name, and I am sorry that there should 
“be a disposition te change it to Dom-. 
inions.”” . ; 


Alcohol and Motive Force. 


Sir Victor Horsley, in a recent ad- 
dregs, mentioned an experiment de- 
scribed’ by Kraepelin, the noted Ger- 
man expert, ‘in which he measured 
with himself and Dr. Dehio the force 
with which they would grasp a dyna- 
mometer at regular intervals, with 
and without the stimulus of alcohol. 
The results showed that there was at 
first an additional amount of work 
put out—an exhilaration or stimula- 
tion, but that was quickly followed 
again by the usual lowering or de- 
pressant effect. Kraepelin found in 
addition that if the person experi- 
mented on had received a dose of tea 
instead of alcohol, there was no low- 
ering effect during the experiment be- 
yond the ultimate effect of normal fa- 
tigue, which has to be discounted in 
every experiment. Sir Victor says in 
this regard: '‘‘There is no question 
about the accuracy of the facts, and 
they have not been obtained merely 
by Kraepelin, but also by others work. 
ing on quite different lines. It has 
been the consistent teaching of the 
greatest physiological chemist we 
know on the continent. Professor 
Bunge, and it cannot be insisted upon 
too strongly or too often, that:the ap- 
parent acceleration of the amount of 
work done is not a real thing and is, 
in fact, an evidence of the paralyzing 
and deleterious effect of alcohol. That 
sven dietectic quantities of alcohol 
‘produce a. harmful: change in the ner- 
vous system-is now established on 
corroborative evidence not to be dis- 
puted.” 3

TRENT CANAL LIFT-LOCK OPEN. 
ED AT KIRKFIELD. 


New Lock Situa »>d Betwen Balsam 
Lake and Late Simcoe—Immense 
Steel and Concrete Structure—Low- 
ers Boats Forty-Eight Feet— 
Speech by Hon. Mr. Lemieux— 
Canada’s Chain of Waterways. 


Canada’s dream of a. vast chain of 
waterways exten: ing across the con- 
tinent, linking ti.e golden west with 
the strenuous east, affording a solu 
tion of the transportation problem, 
and materially lesening the distance 
betwen the Dominion and the- world’s 
markets, was brought an appreciable 
step nearer realization by the recent 
opening by Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux, 
the Postmaster-Gzneral, of the new 
lock at Kirkfield. Amid the cheers 
of a throng of people numbering at 
least 2,000, and under the most aus- 
picious conditions, a passage: was ef- 
fected between the waters of what is 
known as the ‘‘l sight of land”’ sec- 
tion in Victoria County, 596 feet above 
Lake Ontario and 800 feet above sea 
level, and the lower stretch flowing 
into Lake Simcoe; the final link in 
the chain connecting the Kawartha 
group of lakes was formally adjusted, 
and visible evid-nce was afforded 
that the great ‘irent Valley Canal 

roject commencc i seventy years ago 
is now within measurable distance 
of completion. 8 the gate of the 
huge tank manipulated by hydraulic 
pressure swung slowly outward and 
the junction was formed between the 
higher and lower reaches of the canal 
one had a vision of the wide sweep 
of Georgian Bay and of the great 
interior line of communication extend- 
ing from Lake H iron to the Bay of 
Quinte and Lake Ontario, which, it 
is hoped, will be the culmination of 
a scheme that will give Canada one 
of the most extensive channels of 
commerce in the world. 

What the Ceremony Represented. 

Touched with tie imagination of a 
Lemieux, the ceremony was indeed 
suggestive ofinfi ite possibilities, but, 
stripped of the fauciful element. what 
it actually did represent was the 
opening up for navigation of 160 miles 
of waterway, with a shore line of 
1,000. miles, the iauguration ‘of a sys- 
tem of transport tion which cannot 
fail to have a be teficial influence in 
the development at all events of the 
surrounding district, if not in.a wider 
sense, and the provision of increased 
facilities for the exploration of a dis- 


trict rich in historical associations 


and full of'# scenic charm unsurpass- 
ed probably anywhere in Canada. As 
to the commercial value of the Trent 
Valley Canal opinions differ;-and it 
would be as easy to overestimate the 
possibilities os to underrata them. 

By those who regard it favorably/it 
is claimed that the farmers, villagers, 
and townspeople along the route will 
have the advantage of water rates, 
that the cost of delivery of grain from 
the inland points to Montreal, at 
present eight to nine cents per bush- 
el, would be materially reduced, that 
the carriage of coal, say, from. Tren- 
ton to Peterboro’, would be lessened 
to the extent of at least 75 cents per 
tou, that the distance from the great 
Northwest to Liverpool, taking Sault 
Ste. Marie as a common starting point, 
would be shortened by 254 miles com- 
pared with the Welland route, and 
thut it’has the additional advantage 
of being sheltered. One fact which 
hus already been demonstrated is that 
with the opening of every new lock 
on the canal the tonnage has doubled, 
whilo it is no less true that within 
recent years various points along the 
route have become increasingly popu- 
lar as holiday resorts. 

Description of New Lock. 
“The lift-lock is a huge steel and 
cuncrete structure, containing two 
steel chambers which are raised or de- 
pressed by hydraulic pressure. As 
one descends the other ascends, the 
Weight of the degsending chamber car- 
rying the other upward. The. height 
of the lift is 48 feet 6 inches. Each 
chamber is 140 feet long and’ 33 feet 
wide. Each is nine feet 10 inches in 
depth, and contains eight feet’ of wat- 
er, the approximate weight of- which 
is 1,385 tons. Each. chamber is sup- 
ported in a steel ram seven feet and 
six inches in diameter, which works 
in a cylinder, the external chamber 
of which is eight feet. The cost of the 
structure, exclusive of concrete walls 
and breast walls, was $298,000. 


Manufacturing In Winnipeg. 


Commenting upon the recent sta- 
tistical returns concerning the growth 
of manufacturing in the Dominion 
the “Regina Standard” gives the Wes 
tern view, as follows: a 

‘For Westerners the most interest 
ing feature is that Winnipeg has 
jumped into a prominent position in 
that period as a manufacturing centre. 
In 4901 her manufactures were no 
more than $8,616,248, while in 1906 
they had increased to $18,983,290, or 
considerably more than double. Mont- 
real and Toronto, of course, lead in 
totals, but Hamilton, regarded as a 
great manufacturing centre, produced 
no more than $24,625,776 last year, and 
Winnipeg, therefore, already occupies 
a very considerable place among the 
reat industrial cities of the Domin- 
lon. 

“The significance lies in the fact 
that Winnipeg has attained this posi-

“| Interesting Sight at the Bronx Park 


Zoo In New York, ‘ 

Passing by a paddock of deer In the 
Bronx zoological park late on a snowy 
afternoon the past season, the visitor 
at first saw absolutely nothing of In- 
-terest. Not even a squirrel was visible, 
and most of the deer had gone into 
their sheds for the night. But suddenly 
a beautiful buck took affright at some- 
thing and from a quiet, sleepy crea- 
ture became transformed into the most 
alert thing in the world, 

There followed a wonderful exhibi- 
tion of speed, varied with almost every 
pace and gait possible to a four foot- 
ed animal. At first the deer walked 
daintily along one of the deep trails 
which he and his fellows had worn in 
the deep snow, and then, almost imper- 
ceptibly, this gait changed into a slow 
trot, hoof following hoof with quick 
regularity, gradually quickening Into a 
canter. 

Reaching the boundary fence, he 
turned like a flash and left the trall. 
Yp went his tail, and, bounding along 
in galloping leaps, he approached a 
large projecting bowlder. A jump of 
- five feet would have cleared it, but this 
almost winged creature soared over 
bowlder and snow for twelve feet or 
more, rising without an effort and 
alighting easily and gracefully, with 
all four feet close together. From this 
point on the most wonderful gait of all 
Was assumed. A horse can trot, can- 
ter, pace and gallop, but no horse in 
the world could imitate the marvelous 
series of springing leaps to which a 
deer so often changes from a full gal- 
lop. The head and body seem to be 
held on a dead level, while all four 
legs move as one, spurning the earth 
every six or eight fect, with as little 
apparent exertion os a horse uses in 
pawing the ground. Watch as closely 
as you will, and never a tremor of the 
body or head will you see. 

Perhaps the most remarkable part of 
it all is just before the deer comes to 
a standstill, Although Its speed slack- 
“ens, the leaps continue, making up in 
height what they lose in distance, un- 
til the animal appears to be almost 
stationary, moving forward but a few 
inches at each leap. To see the great 
body of the deer bounding high ‘into 
the alr with no apparent exertion is a 
most strange sight, In a flat, open, 
gtassy country such as a prairle a 
habit like this might be useful in en- 
abling the deer to catch momentary 
glimpses far about it, thus detecting 
the presence of enemies which other- 
wise would be hidden from view. -But 
this is mere theory. It remains for 
some lucky observer to discover the 
real cause of the gait, which defies 
classification and name.—New York 
Post. , i 


Transparent Smugglers. 

The resourceful French government 
is experimenting with X rays as a 
means to detect- smugglers.” So suc- 
cessful have the trials been that it is 
announced that the X ray machines 
will probably in ‘the near future be a 
fixture in-the most important customs 
houses.

Our great writers are not great rob- 
bers. Literature is not a repository of 
Btolen youds, What seem like steal- 
Ings by the steel pen are rather the 
output of the lapidary or a reissue of 
the wint or, better still, the borrow- 
ings from a bank repaid with Interest. 

“It Is wonderful,” says Charles 
Reade, “how genius can borrow.” “All 
literature,” rewarks Oliver Wendell 
Holines, “lives by borrowing and lend- 
Ing,” and, he adds, “A good image is 
like a diamond, which: may be set a 
hundred times In as many generations 
and gain new beauties with every 
ebange.” This_{s not a question of 
originality.- “The Ngbting a eandle 
at a nelghbor’s fire.” observes Dean 
Swift, “docs not affect our property in 
the wick and flame.” “Genius bor- 
rows nobly.” The transference Is 
often a transmutation. For brass, the 
borrower brings gold, and -for fron, 
silver, and for -wood, brass, and for 
stones, fron. The crude ore Is refined 
and the raw ‘material fashioned Inte 
a thing of beauty. 

It has been pointed out by Mr. Huth 
in his “Life of Buckle’ that there ts a 
kind of pedigree in literature. Dante 
avows his Indebtedness to Virgil, as 
the Intter himself was under obliga- 
tions to Homer,: = 

Artosto owes much. to Virgil, and 
Spenser borrows frequently from 
Arlosto. Spenser’s, “Iaerle Queene” 
gave birth to Fletcher's “Purple Is- 
Jand,” and this to Bernard's “Isle of 
Man,” and this !n' turn to Defoe’s 
“Robinson Crusoe” and Bunyan’s 
“Pilgrim’s Progress”—all like so many 
blossoms rising from the one stem. - 

Shakespeare has been called “the 
great. Warwickshire thief.” so {nveter- 
ate is his borrowing babit. He invaded 
literature like na Napoleon’and* brought 
back the rarest art-treasures to enrich 
and beautify his verse. One is sur- 


‘prised to learn that our dramatist has 


no ofiginal. plots, that be hus given to 
poetry no-‘new'rbythm or stanza. and 
that “he ran_aof only in,the old roud, 
but in the old ruts.’ His “As You 
Like It” Is taken from an old romance. 
The characters of his “Julius Caesar” 
are old Romans faken from Plutarch. 
But what borrowing! Dry bones are 
turned ‘Into living men. The common- 
est materials nre taken Into the lar. 
bent flume ef bis genius and transmut- 
ed Into alry beauty. ; 

Milton, too, is a free borrower. It {8 
this fact, indeed, that makes -his verse 
60 rich in learned reminiscence.and so 
gorgeous. with~ “barbaric, pearl and 
gold.” He owes much to Shakespeare. 
Some critics think Milton’s. Eve {3 bor- 
rowed from Shakespeare’s Miranda.
